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essie DeVille started and finished modeling when she was still a 
kid living in Miami Beach, Fla. Her first job had been her last, cit- 
ing a distaste for traveling as a reason not to be interested in it. 
At least that's what she thought. Her enthusiasm for modeling wasn't 
piqued again until years later, after she'd moved across the country, and 
after being asked to model for a friend's clothing company. 

In the past few years, 
DeVille's work has put her in 
tattoo magazines like Skin 
Deep, Tattoo Fest, Skin Art, 
Tattoo Scout, and others. Her 
tattoos were done by various 
artists from Sacramento to 
Los Angeles: DeVille's left 
sleeve, the Virgin Mary piece,

Jessie DeVille now lives in northern California, where she and her 
husband (drummer for The Faction, which features pro skater Steve 
Caballero) own a music venue/bar and grill called The Fire Escape Bar. 
The venue hosts old school punk rock bands like Agent Orange, mod- 
ern day metal bands, and bands local to northern California, like 
Automatic Static. 

In what ways have you modified your body? 

I have my arms tattooed as well as my hands, knuckles, neck, chest, legs, 
feet, hip, lower back, and stomach. I have my ears, nose, labret, and navel 
pierced. I had a few other piercings when I was younger, but they've all 
been taken out.

When did your interest in tattoos begin? And how long 
was it from then until you got your first one?

Body art has become more and 
more popular, and professional 
sports are no exception.

Since he's been playing with the Jets, Ihedigbo has been getting his 
tattoos done by Joe Meiers of Red Dragon in the Bronx, NY; while oth- 
ers were done from various artists in Massachusetts and Washington, 
DC. His most recent tattoos including the Nigerian flag that spans his 
bicep were also done by Meiers. So when you see him out on the field

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God called me to tattooing. I didn't 
believe in God at the time, but looking back I 
have to admit the thought just came from 
outside of me..."be a tattoo artist." My broth- 
er introduced me to a guy named Frank 
Delisi. Frank liked my drawings and let me 
hang around his shop. Eventually he gave in 
and taught me the fundamentals. He also 
helped me get my first set up. It was still hard 
to get into the tattoo world back then. That 
was 1 993. After Frank's I went on to work 
alongside of some of the best tattoo artists 
on Long Island at several different shops. I 
was lucky to get in when I did. 

How did you go about opening your 
own shop? What was the decision 
process like? 

After about ten years of tattooing and man- 
aging a few shops for other people, I was get- 
ting burned out. I worked in a lot of "get 'em 
in and out" shops, and was doing tons of 
flash. I didn't feel creative at all. A custom tat- 
too for me back then was a piece of flash 
with a few changes. 

I decided to leave tattooing and go into 
commercial art. During that time I worked 
for marketing and advertising companies, a 
lot of freelancing too. Eventually, I landed a 
job at World Wrestling Entertainment. My 
stay at WWE was great. I was treated very 
well and worked on high profile creative 
projects that are now a part of the WWE 
legacy. It was pretty hard to resign from 
WWE, but tattooing was calling me back. I 
had also seen a lot of layoffs in the commer- 



cial art world. It was time to open my own busi- 
ness, on my own terms. Kustom Kulture Ink 
was born. 

What are the ups and downs of own- 
ing your place, of being the boss? 

In the last six years I have literally had a dozen 
different employees. I have just taken on anoth- 
er very promising group of artists, potentially 
the best yet. I try to see things from a teacher's 
prospective. I show them tattoo technique, 
machine tuning, art theory, painting technique, 
design, marketing, publicity...everything I can 
offer them.When you're a teacher, students will 
come and go.At best you have about four years 
to make an impression on them. You'll have 
some "graduates" and some "drop-outs," but in 
the end you can only be responsible for your- 
self. 

What would your job be if you 
weren't a tattoo artist? 

A non-artist job? I would be a small claims 
court judge, with a TV show of course. I've also 
imagined myself as a detective for the police 
department. 

How is life now compared to ten or 
fifteen years ago? 

Fifteen years ago I was suicidal, using drugs, 
drinking, smoking, lonely, depressed, mourning 
the loss of family and friends, lying to people, 
completely self-centered and believed in noth- 
ing. Now, I'm blessed. God has changed my 
entire life. Clean, sober, happily married, suc- 
cessful, serving the community, true to myself, 
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GARLAND TX. 75043 
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nothing to hide, filled with passion, filled with 
hope, wanting to share my gifts with the world. 
Life is completely different now. I love my life. 

I saw on your website that you occa- 
sionally do live painting and art. Is 
your shop very art-centric? 

Art-centric? Sure. It's Art-o-riffic! I try to make 
working here "art fantasy camp" whenever 
possible. I take the guys on outings to gallery 
shows, museums, seminars, and into the studios 
of other artist friends of mine. This is on top of 
all the guest tattoo artists and painters who 
already come to the shop to visit and give their 
seminars and workshops. We go out to other 
venues and paint live as well. There is always 
something going on to keep everyone stimulat- 
ed and inspired. 

I'm always looking for young artists who 
are stuck and trying to get to the next level 
with their work/career. If that's you and you are 
reading this you should contact me. Working 
here has helped many artists just like you. 

What is in store for the future of 
Kustom Kulture, yourself, and your 
employees? 

Well, first of all we have moved to a bigger 
more luxurious location. A beautiful two-story 
building, around the corner from our old shop. 
The new place houses a library for reference 
books, a spacious tattoo studio with flat screen 
TV in each area, a full fine art and digital pro- 
duction studio upstairs and a twenty-seat class- 
room space for future seminars and work- 
shops. 

In the coming months I will put up the new 
calendar for '09-' I O.We will continue to hold all 
of the seminars, classes, and events we have 
been known for, and more incredible guest tat- 



too artists are on the way.The new space has 
allowed me to consider some new ideas that 
will surprise you. Go to the website and join 
our mailing list for updates via e-mail. 
This year I am doing a lot of commissions, 
paintings for shows, and editions. The edi- 
tions are signed and numbered, hand 
enhanced, low run (twenty pieces), giclees on 
canvas. I'll post them online as they become 
available. I will also bring a few to conven- 
tions. Also look for me to do more painting 
demos at upcoming conventions. 

I am happy to give PRICK the scoop on 
two huge announcements. First, a project six 
years in the making; "The Kustom Kulture 
Gallery Years Book." We have taken well over 
30,000 photos in the last six years from all of 
the happenings at the shop. We are taking 
only the best photos and making the ultimate 
eye candy experience. This book will be a 
limited edition, slipcased, hardcover with 
DVD and an exclusive signed and numbered 
art print included. Second, I will be releasing 
my first two instructional DVDs, Keep it 
Simple and Keep it Real. The first will be a 
recap of tattooing fundamentals. I've been 
blown away by the number of experienced 
artists that I've come across who don't know 
about something as important as using an eye 
loupe to check their needles.This DVD is for 
people who are already tattooing profession- 
ally, but feel like they want to be sure they 
are doing everything they can to practice 
their art safely and professional ly.The second 
DVD is a version of the seminar I've been 
giving at conventions, but with a lot of extras.

1 1 ou can't write a story about Man Day without giving major 

V accolades to Tyson," Russ Abbott tells me as we sit down to 
A dinner at a local Indian cafe. According to Abbott, the owner 
and one of four resident artists at Decatur's Ink & Dagger Tattoo 
Parlour, the inspiration for Man Day was serendipitous. "It actually came 
about when I was in the middle of tattooing Tyson McAdoo's girlfriend, 
Amanda. From there, the collaboration just made sense. We wanted to 
claim a new day for men everywhere." 
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Man Day was an 
indulgence in mas- 
culinity. "The basic 
idea is that 
Valentine's Day is a 
time for women. We 
wanted to create an 
atmosphere that 
would do the same 
thing for men," says 
Russ. Instead of 
flowers, Man Day had 
cases of Yeungling 
beer; in place of a 
box of chocolate, a 
hot-wing eating con- 
test sponsored by 
Fox Bros. Bar-B-Q; 
instead of Cupid, 
Tyson McAdoo. 
McAdoo, an estab- 
lished artist and illus- 
trator (pick up a copy of The Death of Me) created the artwork for 
the poster. His presence also contributed to the fact that a lot of 
people showed up to celebrate Man Day— estimates are between 
300 and 400. 

The main attraction, though, was the promise of cheap tattoos. 
Starting at noon, three hours before the live events began, artists 
Jeremy Sutton, Bryan Reynolds, Kurt Fagerland, Craig Beasley, and 
Scot Althen (from California Tattoo in Savannah, Ga.) began tattoo- 
ing $50 designs from a Man Day-themed flash sheet. "Where else can 
a person get a nudie magazine tattooed on them as well as [buy] a 
hat with a sweet mustache printed on it? Only at Man Day!" said 
Chris Hamer, local artist and founder of URBNPOP. 

Competitions ranged from the more traditional Beard and 
Mustache and Arm Wrestling to the more absurd Smoke-lt-To-The- 
Butt and Beer Chug. The contests were judged by the women of 
Steadfast Brand, and winners were treated to spins on the Wheel of 
Destiny (spins could also be bought for $10) which held a grand 
prize of a $500 gift certificate to Stone Mountain Harley-Davidson. 

Working with a shoestring advertising budget, and with help 
from online community sources like Facebook and Twitter, Man Day 
was a real success. It will be competing against itself next year, when, 
Russ tells me, "everything will be bigger and better, and we'll have the 
Tattoo Wheel of Destiny, where the hand of fate will choose your 
next tattoo for you." ik

Big B is everything you'd expect him 
to be: outspoken, raucous, and, at 
67" and 330 pounds, the man is 
just plain big. But perhaps his bigness 
explains how and why he does everything 
in life balls to the wall, committed, and 
with a tough as nails attitude to boot.The 
self proclaimed "punk rock's fat brother" 
and "hip hop's bastard" hit the scene as a 
solo artist in 2004 with High Class White 
Trash and has been jack hammering 
through the underbelly of hardcore white 
boy rap, gaining respect, fans, and an 
appetite for more along the way. 

Some people take summers to relax, 
put up their feet, and fritter their days 
away into a series of nothingness.Then, on 
the other hand, some people are like Big 
B, viewing the three month stretch as a 
nonstop marketing opportunity. B toured 
the country relentlessly this year promot- 
ing his fourth studio album, American 
Underdog, which not only featured his very 
own brand of liquid lava word flow, but 
also had appearances by some heavy hit- 
ters of rock from Unwritten Law and the 
Kottonmouth Kings. Talking about what 
motivates him when he's creating a new 
album, B says, "I just make records that are 
outside the box, I turn noise into music."

Just because we're rounding the 
corner on fall, though, doesn't mean that 
Big B will kick back for a bit and not do 
a damn thing. When he's not traveling 
the country doing solo gigs or teaming 
up with other Suburban Noize legends, 
B has deep roots running through the 
tattoo community that keep him busy.

humorous, others have deeper significance and meaning, like 
the hula girl on his left arm. "My grandpa had the same hula 
girl on his arm. Mine is a little more modern, she's got some 
tattoos of her own, but it's one of the ways that I remember 
him by." 

Fans of TLC's Inked may remember B as he joined Carey 
Hart and crew for the second season of the show at "Hart 
and Huntington" tattoo parlor in the Palms Hotel (now relo- 
cated to the Hard Rock) in Las Vegas. Close friends, Big B 
spends much of his downtime working with Hart at the store 
and with his new reality show, Hart Rock Life, which chronicles 
the day to day tribulations of managing an emerging clothing 
line, a hot Las Vegas night spot, and one of the busiest tattoo 
shops (and the only one to be located inside a casino) on the 
strip. 

No one, and we mean no one, can say that Big B's got the 
easy life. A self made musician, he is still fighting to break 
through a genre that has typically been off limits. However, 
hanging out on the Vegas strip, gaining a bit of television noto- 
riety, and having several of the tattoo industry's royal family as 
close friends make the hard times oh-so-much easier. *
